As our liquidation proceeds it mil becons increasinplr 
difficult to exercise our functions so that vre have fecund it neces*- 
aary to sot up a liquifjatin.g connittee vrlth procedures a:^ controls 
to pro'dde for the gradual eliiiinatioa of our services in stem irlth 
the orderly reduction of porsoancl. 

It is our estimate, hoviever, uith the strictest econoz' 
of rs-iipov/or and of funds the effcctiYcness of 033 as a 7/ar A>.'c-ncr 
mil end as of Jauiaary 1, or at the latest February 1, li^o, ot 
vdaich tine liquidation should be completed. At that point I Thsi 
to return to x^rivate life. Thcrofore, in considering the disposi- 
tion to be made of the assets created by 031, I speak as f primto 
eitizon concerned mth the future of his country. 

In our Oovermient today there is no permanent Of'cnc^. to 
take over the -.functions uii ch 03 J v/ill have then ceased to perforz.

All mjor povTQi'G except the United iitates have had 
for a lone; tiae last p^eraanent norldvide intelligence 
services, rejortin^ directlj'' to the highest echelons 
of tlieir uoverinaents. Prior to tlie present war, the 
United Utates had no foreign secret intelligence sor- 
vice-, It never had i :.d oiid does not now have a 
coordinated intelligence systen. 

Tile delects and nangors of this situation have 
been generally reco:piizod.

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D0I30VAN LETTER TO DIRECTOR OF THE BUDGET 
WITH ACCOMPANYING "PRINCIPLES WHICH SHOULD 
GOVERN THE ESTABLISHTffiNT OF A CEKTPALIZED 
U.S. FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE SYSTEM." 


The ■unfortunate publicity given to the Donovan Plan 
and to JIC 239/5 forced them into a long retirement. Also 
during the first half of 1945 the tempo of the war in 
Europe and the Far East was such as to occupy the full 
energies of all intelligence agencies, V/ithin OSS consider- 
able thought v/as being given to the theory and principles 
of field organization for a peace-time secret intelligence 
system, but the place which that -would occupy in a national 
intelligence organization -was left without much published 
discussion. 

Immediately follov/ing V-J Day, hov/ever, the matter of 
liquidation of the war agencies came to the front and the 
OSS was threatened with extinction. In this connection the 
Bureau of the Budget played a leading role. This explains 
why General Donovan raised once more, and this time with 
Mr. Smith, the question of a centralized intelligence service. 
It is Interesting to note in the letter the clear indication 
that Donovan personally expected to be out of the picture 
entirely by the end of the year. 

Donovan^ s presentation again brings forward his propo- 
sal to put the centralized service directly i:inder the cortrol 
of the President, with an advisory board made up of the 
Secretaries of State, 7/ar, Na'vy and Treasury, or their repre- 
sentatives, The Inclusion of Treasury was probably due tc the 
importance which Treasury had assumed as a customer for intel- 
ligence because of its great interest in Safe Haven matters 
and other ‘types of fiscal intelligence and counterintelligence. 

It is not clear from the documents whether this renewal 
of the Donovan idea v/as the stimulus which drove the JCS to 
the completion and presentation of their counter-proposal, 
embodied in JCS 1181/5* It is, hov/ever, interesting to note 
that the date of this document as finally amended, 19 September 
1945, was hut one day in advance of the announcement of the 
dissolution of OSS. The division of the OSS corpse between 
the State and War Departments v/as ordered to be acci .aplished 
by 1 October, 
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
